REPORT OF THE TREASURER 


To the President and, Trustees of Williams College 


Submitted herewith is the annual Report of the 
Treasurer covering financial operations of the College for its 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1945. 


As in prior years, the books of eccount have been 
audited by Patterson & Ridgway, Certified Public Accountants, 
of New York City. 


The net result of operations for the year shows a 
deficit of $83,414.58. This, however, is more than covered 
by $110,558.07 in contributions from alumni to President 
Baxter's Fund to meet War-time deficits. Also, the Alumni 
Fund directly has contributed an additional $36,350.00 which 
has been credited to Reconversion. Alumni and friends have 
contributed, therefore, directly to the Treasury a total of 
$146,908.07, the largest sum ever received from this source. 


The cost for maintenance of College property is 
higher than usual for the year. The figure does include, how- 
ever, substantial expenditures for renovating West College, 
and also Sage and Williams halls. Other dormitories will re- 
quire similar treatment before normal civilian occupancy. 


The Class of 1924 has inaugurated its campaign for 
its Quarter-Century Reunion Gift in 1949, and the College has 
already received $10,914.73 for this purpose. 


We recognize with gratitude the energy and gener-~ 
osity of all alumni and friends, led by Dr. Baxter, in giving 
aid during this War period. The U. S. Navy unit leaves the 
campus finally at the end of the present term---about November 
j---thus completing Williams student War service for the Navy. 


The present fiscal year, 1945-1946, then, will prob- 
ably bring the greatest financial stress of the War years. 


The College buildings, Greylock Hall and Alumni 
House in Spring Street, were put to good use during the month 
of June by the interesting reunions held by the following 
classes:
